Jim's b:irglari-s commenced over a year ag’ 
at the resijeace uf Mr.J. Hurt near Eigewood 
He made several attempis upon this residence, 
and floaily succeded in enterin:

The learned practitioner, however, went oo 
to remark that he could cure him, and wouid 
send tim a bottie of medicine which would noi 
umly cure him, but wou d aiso bring uv the wap 
who had poisoned him. Accordingiy the donor 
did send arouuda botile, containigg aout a 
quart of a villainous lookiug biack compound 
vf wh ch Abe swallowed at divers times about 
a pint. Abe looked around anxiously afie: 
each dose for the poisoncr, but he did not ap- 
pear,and what was worse, instead of curing 
uim, the medicine seemed to doubie 
the intensity of his pains, At last, by yesterday 
Abe was brought down so ioW that the nigger” 
aroun. began ‘o believe that he wuuld reall) 
die, and started preparations fur an extensive 
wake.

H. Figser, R A. Lancasterfand and Alired Aus- 
tll were made trustees to sell the same on cer- 
tain term-, that have been fuliy advertised in 
our columns. 

The property was foreclosec by the bondhold- 
ers ofthe road at their bid of one million six 
hundred thousand doliars, this being the high- 
eat and best bid offered. There was but little 
comp.ti.ion. A company was organ zed in ou 
city to purchase the property if it brought 
less than one millioi end a half dol 
lars, aud was by this company ran t 
that price. Thiscompany was not willing io 
bid more than that sum for it, asone hundred 
ad fifty thousand dollars of that sum would 
nave been required cash by the terms of the 
sa'e. and the balance would have been required 
within twe. ty six days after the sale.
